‘The porters 
having let 1 fall heavily, there was a terrific ex- 
plosiun, the force of which made a fissure seven 
feet deep iv the ground and killed or wounded 
about two hundred bystanders, chiefly pas- 
sengers whp were about to embark and 
their friends coming to see them off, 
The man who was shipping the cask was not 
injured, but he went lo his cabin at once and 
attempted ‘to commit suicide by shooting him- 
self with a revolver ; being only wounded, how- 
ever, he was at once taken charge of by the 
police, who conveyed him to hospital, Pre- 
vious to his death, which took place in a few 
days, the man made a confession to the effect 
that he had wished to ship the cask, which con- 
tained dynamite, that he had placed in the cask 
a piece of clockwork mechanism set so that 
in ten days a lever would be released, thus 
striking a blow, equal to a jolb, weight ham- 
mney, into the explosive mixture, The -man 
turned out to be a, person named Tliomas 
(alias Thomassen), of American nationality, 
and, as he asserted, forinerly captain of a 
merchant vessel. He stated that he would 
have travelled in the Avosed as far as 
Southampton, where he had some insured 
merchandise ; that, after taking it, on board, he 
intended to Jeave the steamer, which would 
proceed on its way to America, but. that in 
eight ‘days from Southampton the explosion 
which he had planned wouldhave destroyed the 
vessel and the life ofevery individual on board.

Far East, though its area of circulation has be- 
come circumscribed, the continuance of fice 
mintage for export is a matter of convenience

PORTUGUESE MIDDY SHOOTS HIMSELF. 


Bat a week ago we had to record the quicide, 
from no known motive, of Licutenant-Com- 
mander Jellicoe, of HLM.S, WAlting, and now 
to-day we hrive to report anatlier naval suicide -- 
in the harbour, » The victim of his own actin 
thiscase is Midshipman Iigueiredo, of EL.M.!.

ance, when he was, met by Pagain, who still 
had a knife in his hand, and by whom he was 
himself stabbed in the abdomen, By this time 
all the steerage passengers were roused ; but in 
the ‘confusion the murderer had fled, and was 
last seen going along the deck forward, and 
it is understood that he hid in the cargo, ‘The, 
first nan stabbed died immediately, and: his 
body has been removed to thé mortuary. The 
second-now lies in a critical condition, At

Such n conclusion, I think, is misleading, An 
appreciation of this kind, being entirely a paper 
appreciation, it cannot be very material to 
the actual. prosperity of the | place, 
to how’ much,, or if any of it at all, 
has been kept in Hongkong. There is 
not, andcannot be, any actual increase of 
money in figures of this kind, which are merely 
intended for purposes of comparison of reln- 
tive values; the only real appreciation, which 
can be said to-be of actual benefit to, and be 
“Rept” in Hongkany, would be that which is 
the outcome of a proportionate ‘sitrinsic en- 
Aancenunt of the business or ‘property’ of the 
Company concerned, and, when that is the 
case, no matter where, or by whom, the shares 
are held, the benefit to the Colony, would be 
material. Itis, however, a comforting fact tore: 
cord thatthe appreciation noted by your cortes- 
pondeni, is the direct result of actual sutrinsic 
enhancement, the most prominent companies, 
comming under this head, being Banks, Unions, 
Indos, aud China Sugars, 

Coming to the “set-off" put forward by Mr. 
Stoppa, that ts, increase of capital of vario us 
companirs as so much to be deducted, surely, 


‘this is fallacious reckoning ; for, as a rule, 


the increasing of capital is generally taken as 
an indication of increasing prosperity, and not 
to be putdown as depreciation. Of course, there 
are exceptions, no doubt, when the increase of 
capital has resulted in a terrible disaster to the 
sharcholders.

y A Gay al the back ofthe busy port of Kong: 
moun, where the: British Consul asserts his 
anthatity ¢ from.a quaintold hulk moored along- 
side the muddy: banks of the West River, is a 
country , but little, known to many people 
‘travelling over the grent Si Kiang, Sanui, 
Sunning,, Hoiping:and other towns lay nestled 
far. inland among the mulberry bushes and 
palm trees Enjoying that tranquility which the 


gradually but surely usurping. The inhabitants 
are men of the world wh, years ago, went 
abroad in search of wealth and have now re- 
‘wurned {o their native land to enjoy the fruits 
of their thrift. Clan‘after clan is to:be found 
in this poputous district, its members, in some 
instances numbering quite forty thousand 
_pcople, many of whom have been in California, 
and exhibit unmistakable evidence of the im- 
pression which contact with Western civilisation 
has left upon their minds. For instance, one 
has only to Juok at the construction of the 
majority of their dwellings. Fine brick build- 
ings of two storeys, lining the sides of wide, 
straight streets are frequently secn, especially 
in Sunning where there is a beautiful thorouyh- 
fare a third of a mile long with handsome 
business premises and residences on cither 
side. Entering this towa but a few days ago, 1 
was at once impressed’ with the foreign: in- 
fluence that had been at work, and instead of 
the; usual jeering with which one is grected in 
many of the little known towns in the interior, 
I was accosted by a jolly. ald man, who, 
beaining over with smiles, said,."“ Hello, come 
to have a look?”

Robbery is conspicuous 
by its absence, and ‘any cases of crime that 
may crop up are dealt with on the spot 
by the magistrate in charge. From this 
great district of south Hokshan large quanti- 
ties of native opium are exported, the drug be- 
ing taken by launches and junks through 
the many creeks into the Broadway and so 
down to Macao, Palm leaves for the manu- 
facture of fans are treated in enormous num- 
bers, while the working in bamboo ware oc- 
cupies the attention of many of the inhabitants. 
Flour, kerosine and dried fish are imported to- 
gether with, quite a number of foreign articles 
which the residence of the people in California 
have led them to require,

known district are advised to make the trip to 
Kongmoon by one of the Hongkong, Canton
